that a draft foal makes one-half his 
mature weight the first year of his 
life. The foal must be fed, not starved, 
lf he is to develop into a good draft 
horse. 
The foal fed an improper and I 
unpalatable ration the first winter 
usually has a big middle and two very 
poorly developed ends. 
Considerable 
attention 
has 
been 
given to feeding draft f o a l s at the 
University of Wisconsin the last few j 
years. 
At one year of age they have 
weighed from 1,000 to 1.200 pounds. 
These foals were all accustomed to a 
small amount of grain before five 
months of age when they were weaned* 
After weaning tfiey were given the 
following ration until turned on grass 
at about thirteen months of age. 
Ration for IOO pounds mixed feed: 
65 pounds crushed oats, lo pounds 
corn meal, IO pounds bran, lo pounds 
finely cut alfalfa or clover. 
They were fed all of this mixture 
they would eat three times a day 
and were given no hay other than that 
in the mixture until they were about 
one year old. 
The amount of this 
mixture eaten per foal per day varied 
from 9 to 15 pounds (20 to 30 quarts]

COMMON DISEASE OF. SHEEP 


Animals 
Afflicted 
With 
Foot

Should Be Removed to Clean, Dry 
Lands and Trouble Attended To. 


The first thing to do for sheep with 
foot rot is to get them on to clean 
high, dry lands. 
Their feet should 
then be examined and any foreign mat 
ter between the toes, which may be ag 
gravatiug 
the 
case, 
removed. 
AU 
ulcers containing pus should also be 
opened and the pus drained off. 
The next thing to do is to apply 
strong disinfectants to kill the trouble 
some parasites. Ointments made of a 
lard or Iard-and-flour body, with car­ 
bolic acid or sheep dip in generous 
proportions incorporated, are some 
times used for this purpose. 
This is 
applied after the foot has been thor 
oughly bathed and cleaned ftp. 
This 
treatment requires considerable time 
and effort and is not practical in large 
docks.

“Our Zeppelin night was rather a 
mystery, for no one knew just how 
it began. 
We never knew, for in­ 
stance, why the streets were block­ 
ed. I believe the Germans are very 
clever, but so far as 
known 
they 
have never threatened to bring their 
Zeppelins in on wheels. Nor ran we 
find out why the inspector 
of mar­ 
kets, a local official well known to 
everybody, tfas refused admission to 
the town where he 
was 
born and 
bred. 
“The policeman on our beat said 
days afterward that it 
was a false 
alarm, anti that some one in Lon­ 
don 
had 
forgotten 
to 
telephone 
down to release them from the mar­ 
tial law, hurriedly 
ordered 'on the 
first rumors of a raid. Anyway, for 
twenty-four hours we all really 
re 
membered that we were at war.”

April 15.—Fifteen 
persons w’ere killed and apout twen­ 
ty were injured late yesterday in a 
collision 
between 
a 
Detroit 
city 
street car and 
a 
string of freight 
cars pushed by a switch engine on 
the Detroit, Toledo and Ironton rail­ 
road. 
Most of the dead 
are foreigners, 
whose homes w?ere beyond the west­ 
ern limits of the city. Four of them 
are women. 
The street car, one of the largest 
in the service, was 
heavily 
loaded 
with 
passengers 
homeward 
bound 
from their day’s work. 
As the car approached the railroad 
crossing it stopped and the conduc­ 
tor ran ahead to see if the track wras 
clear. He signaled the motorman to 
wait, but apparently the latter, w*ho 
is said to have been inexperienced, 
misunderstood his meaning. 
He ap­ 
plied the powder and the car ran rap­ 
idly dowm an incline and onto the 
railroad tracks 
A string of 
freight 
cars 
being 
pushed by a switch 
engine struck 
the street car fairly in the middle, 
smashing it almost 
to 
bits. 
The 
wreckage was pushed along a hund­ 
red feet, several of the dead and in­ 
jured dropping along the street be­ 
fore the train 
was 
brought to a 
standstill. 
Others w'ere crushed in the splin­ 
tered mass of steel and wood, and it 
was several hours before they could 
be extricated and their exact number 
known. 
As the dead were taken from the 
debris they were laid in a row along 
the street and covered with canvas, 
pending the arrival of the coroner. 
Later they were removed to under­ 
taking establishments. 
Many private automobiles rushed to 
the scene of the accident and these, 
I together with tile ambulances which 
responded to the call for help, carried 
j the injured to hospitals. 
Several of 
those removed were so badly hurt, 
it is said, they may die. 
At the place w’here the accident oc­ 
curred the railroad tracks occupy a 
narrow' street. 
On one corner of the 
■ intersection stood a grocery store and 
on the opposite side the Delray sta- 
' tion of the Detroit, Toledo & Ironton 
I railroad . Both these buildings were 
i struck by the street car as it was 
carried along in front of the freight 
and partially demolished.
